1. On May 27, 2010, Applicants submitted a Request For Certificate Of Correction Of 
Patent For Applicant's Mistake (Tabl). On July 13, 2010, the Office of Petitions 
dismissed the petition based on the Assignment Recordation that reflected Virocell Inc. as 
the Assignee of record (reel/frame number 012665/0809) (Tab 2). 

Since Virocell Inc. held a Confirmatory License (only) with the University of 
Michigan on this application and not Assignment rights, Applicants contacted the 
Assignment Division at the USPTO to correct the Recordation History. On 09/14/2010, 
Applicants spoke with Supervisor Rhonda Nichol and confirmed the materials submitted 
on behalf of patent 7,696,148 demonstrated only a Confirmatory License between 
University of Michigan and Virocell, Inc and not a transfer of Assignment Rights. 
Supervisor Nicol concurred the information in the Recordation history was reflected 
inaccurately and subsequently updated the Recordation information, (Tab 3) 

Applicants submit that 35 U.S.C. 262 III explicitly states "A license is not an 
assignment of the patent. Even if the license is an exclusive license, it is not an 
assignment of patent rights in the patent or application." Therefore, Applicants 
respectfully submit the Assignee of record continues to be the University of Michigan 
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and as such, Applicants hereby resubmit the request for a certificate of correction of 
Patent For Applicants Mistake. 

Applicants do not believe any additional fees are required at this time, since the 
initial Request for Certificate of Correction was rejected based on the Assignment 
Recordation information, which was posted incorrectly due to a USPTO error. 
Therefore, applicants submit the $130.00 processing (petition fee) submitted and 
accepted on May 27, 2010 should be honored in the instant submission.
